100 CLAIM SET UP FOR DAMAGE 
TO LOCOMOTIVE THAT HIT MAN 


Ratiroad Sued by Milk Wagon Driver 
for $25,000 Puts in Bill for Mutila- 
tion of Engine. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 1].-—A saith 
road’s counter claim. for damages to 
its locomotive figured in the trial of 
a $25,000 accident suit in the Supreme 
Court here today, instituted by Frank 
W. Wilkinson, who was struck and 
severely injured by an Erie Itailroad 
train in Bloomfield last year as he 
was driving a milk wagon across ene 
tracks. 

Wilson's hips and several ribs were 
broken and he was injured internal- 
ly: his wagon was smashed and the 
mules which drew it were killed. He 
claimed the train approached with- 
out proper warning. 

The company in its counter claim 
alleged that by careless driving he 
struck “the locomotive and “bent, 
broke and destroyed divers slats or 
frames of the pilot and cowcatcher 
and bruised, abraised, mutilated and 
destroyed paint and polish on the 
locomotive.” The road asked $100 
damages. 


BULLET-PIERCED BATTLE FLAG 
HOISTED ON WIRELESS TOWER 


Easign Flown by Chester at Vers 
Cras Run Up at Naval f.aining 
Station at Chicago. 
CHICAGO, March I1L-—A buflet- 
pierced flag flown by.the United States 
ship Chester at the occupation of Vera 
Cruz waved from the top of a 400-foot 
steel tower, the third highest in the 
world, at the Great Lakes naval trtin- 
ing’ station at Lake Bluff, Ill, today. 
The tower, which was completed yes- 
terday, is one Of two for the high- 
powered Federal radio station which 
soon will establish wireless communi- 
cation between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, Alaska and the Panama 
canal sone. Work of erecting the séc- 
ond tower will be rushed to completion. 
Commander William A.. Moofet was 
in command of the Chester at the time 
it covered the landing of marines at 
Vera Cruz. He is now in command of 

the training station.

LOIS GAMPBELL'S. 
BIRTH IN HOTEL 
DENIED BY CLERKS 


Two Tesfify in Will Contesi 
They Never Heard of the 
Occurrence in 1893. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—B. A. Birge, 
assistant manager of the Belmont Hotel 
of New York, the first witness today 
for the plaintiffs in the depositions be- 
ing taken in the James Campbell will 
contest, ‘testified that during his 20 
years of employment in the Grand Union 
Hotel, from 183% until 1906, he had never 
heard of a birth in the hotel. Had one 
he said, he would have. beén 
apt to hear of it. Attorneys for the 
Campbell heirs contend Lois Campbeil 
Burkham was born in the Grand Union 
Hotel, March 17, 1893. 

Births in hotels are most unusual, 
Birge said. In his nine years at the 
Belmont there had been but one birth, 
which all the ernployes generally heard 
about. 

As far as his knowledge went, Berge} 
said, no woman had been brought into 
the Grand Unicn Hotel from the street 
in March, 1893, to become the mother 
of a child. He said he was familiar 
with all the hotel’s furniture and that 
there was no infant’s cradle in the ho- 
tel at any time, as far as he knew. Ann 
Mahoney . previously testified she had 
first seen Lols in a cradle in Mrs. 
Campbell’s room in the hotel. 

Berge apparently surprised L. Frank 
Ottofy, plaintiff!s counsel, by testifying 
there were 18 or 20 guest rooms on the 
ground floor of the hotel, this being 
contradictory to the evidence of Engi- 
neer McMahon, given yesterday, who 
said there were none. He corroborated 
McMahon, however, to the extent that 
the kitchen could not be seen from any 
of the guest rooms, nor would a guest 
entering from the street pass a kitchen 
in going to a room. 

In cross-examiriation Morton Jourdan, 
representing Mrs. Campbell, brought 
out the fact that the dining room was 
visible from the office and could be 
seen by incoming guests, and that in 
saying Mrs. Campbell had not been a 
guest at the hotel, Berge meant that 
he did not remember she ever had been. 

Birge, on direct examination, had tes- 
tified Mrs. James Campbell was never 
te his knowledge, a guest at the Grand 
Union Hotel. Birge had been employed 
at the Grand Union Hotel in various 
capacities, but in March, 1893, he was 
night room clerk. He has held his pres- 
ent position at the Belmont Hotel fer 
nine years. 

Michael Toner, a clerk at the Grand 
Hotel, where he has been employed com 
tinuously about 34 years, was the seo 
ond witness. He started as fireman, 
became night clerk, and fipally day 
clerk, Which he was in -1898, and has 
beer since. He had no recollection of 
a woman with a one-day-old infant be- 
irg brought into the hotel; that had 
such an event happened he would, In all 
rrobabili-y, have known of it, it would 
brave been so unusual. 

He was asked if he recalled a James 
Campbell of St. Louis having ever been 
a guest of the hotel. He said he remem- 
bered many Campbelis and asked for 
a picture of the late banker. Ottofy 
produced one, taken prior to 1888. The 
witness said he could not remember the 
pictured face by name, but that it was 
that of a man he had seen. 

In cross examination Toner was sure 
he would remember if a woman with a 
new born baby came in when he was on 
duty, but he was unable to say what 
his hours of duty were on any day in 
March 1888. He also admitted he would 
not have inquired as to the age of any 
infant that might be brought in in the 
arms of its mother or a nurse. He also 
admitted he could not recall the name 
of any guest who came to the Grand | 
Hotel in March 1898. There are no rec 
ords of the nets's guests in existence 
he sali.

WILKINS ARRESTED, 


WARRANT CHARGES 
WALKERS MURDER 


Accused Man Taken Into Cus- 
tody at His Real Estate Of- 
fice in Louisiana, Mo. 


TO BE ARRAIGNED TODAY 


Alleged Slayer Is Said to Have 
Faced Trouble Over Note 
Transaction.

LOUISIANA, Mo., March 11.—Fred 
Wilkins was arrested here today on a 
Warrant charging him with the murder 
of Col. Alten M. Walker, former Mayor 
of Louisiana and member of Gov. Ma- 
jor’s staff. The warrant, which was 
issued by Justice of the Peace Omo- 
hundro at Bowling Green, county seat 
of Pike County and based on the sworn 
complaint of William Brazier, was 
served by a Deputy Sheriff. 

The arrest was made at Wilkin’s real 
estate office, while Eugene Pearson, 
one of Wilkin’s lawyers, was there. It 
was planned to ‘take Wilkins to the 
county seat on an afternoon train for 
arraignment before the Justice who is- 
sued the warrant. If he waives pre- 
liminary examination, McGinnis has 
stated, he will be held without bond. 
If he is ready to stand preliminary ex- 
amination, the Justice will have to de- 
cide the question of bond. 

In case confinement is required, it 
will probably be in the jail here, as the 
county jail at Bowling. Green -is. quar- 
antined because of a case of smallpox. 

Warrant Once Refused. 

As was told in the fine: edition of 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, the sworn 
complaint was first laid before Justice 
Sullivan of Louisiana by Prosecuting 
Attorney McGinnis, who asked. that a 
warrant be issued. Sullivan declined 
to issue the warrant, and McGinnis then 
went to Bowling Green and got Omo- 
hundro to act. 

Walker was shot March 2 and died 
two days later. Walker told a physician, 
in summoning him by telephone, that 
he had shot himself, but when the phy- 
sician arrived, he said Wilkins had shot 
him accidentally in Walker’s office. He 
repeated this statement to several per- 
sons. Wilkins has ‘“‘stood pat’’ on this 
Statement of Walker’s, although other 
circumstances have developed which 
have brought it {In question, both as to 
place and as to circumstances. Wiikins 
and his wife declined to testify at the 
Coroner’s inquest, and the Coroner’s 
jury recominended that Wilkins be held. 

Investigation by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent in Hannibal has shown 
that Wilkins was confronted by 
the alternative of raising $800 quick- 
ly, or facing trouble in  connec- 
tion with a loan transaction. De- 
mand had been made by City Attorney 
Lewis O’Connor that Wilkins come to 
Hannibal and make restitution. Wil- 
kins had been given to understand that 
he might expect to face a serious 
charge unless he straightened the mat- 
ter out. 

The transaction took place in October, 
1914. Wilkins had traded to Mrs. Ida 
Derouse of 1500 Fulton street, Hannibal, 
a farm in Ralls County for three pieces 
of city property. One piece was a 
house and lot at 900 Booker street, title 
to which, after Wilkins obtained it, was 
placed in the name of his wife, Mrs. 
Diana’ Wilkins. In the latter part of 
October Wilkins obtained from Miss 
Ann Doyle a loan of $800 on this prop- 
erty. 

Signature In Dented. 

Wilkins told her, she says, that the 
money was wanted for Mrs. Ethel M. 
Wooten, wife of Elmer C. Wooten. Miss 
Doyle was given a note bearing the 
names of Diana Wilkins and Ellen M. 
Wooten. Miss Doyle supposed it had 
been signed by Mrs. Ethel M. Wooten. 
When the interest became due and was 
not paid, Miss Doyle went to Mrs. Ethel 
Wooten. She denied that the signature 
of Ellen M. Wooten on the note was 
hers. Miss Doyle went to "Morris An- 
derson, who had been named as trustee 
without his knowledge or consent. He 
made inquiry and found that before 
Wiikins borrowed the $800 from Miss 
Loyle a deed of trust had been exe- 
euted on the Booker street property 
and the two other pieces of property by 
Mrs. Wilkins **® Mrs. Eliga Jackson, 
mother-in-law of Alton M. Walker, for 
$2700, and that the Jackson deed had 
been recorded at Palmyra before the 
Dovie deed was filed. 

Anderson made efforts to get Miss 
Doyle’s money, but did not succeed. 
“Vhen he was elected Prosecuting At- 
torney he did not want to occupy the 
position “of using the authority of his 
office and at Miss Doyle's suggestion 
turncd the matter over to O’Connor. The 
latter consulted with the Hannibal at- 
torney who had been representing Wil- 
kins and it was arranged that Wilkins 
should come to Hannibal within a féw 
days. If he failed to make restitution 
action was to be taken against him. 

It was as‘he was facing this situation, 
that Wilkins after buying a railroad 
ticket at Louisiana, Tuesday, March 2, 
in the presence of Walker, disappeared, 
afterward telephoning from McNellys’ 
grocery and inquiring if everything was 
all right. It was three hours later that } 
Walker telephoned from his office that 
he had been shot. Investigation by 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent after 
Walker's death on Thursday disclosed 
that Wilkins had teen assisting Walker 
who was in distress from the direction 
of Wilkins’ home to Walker's office.

SANITY QUESTION 
BARRED BY JUDGE | 


Justice Rules Out Testimony on 
That Point; State Completes 
Conspiracy Case. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Harry K. 
Thaw’s attempt to get evidence concern- 
ing his sanity into the record of his trial 
for conspiracy to escape from Mattea- 
wan failed today. 

Justice Page ruled out all testimony 
of this character except just enough to 
«how that Thaw had the mental capaci- 
ty to enter in a conspiracy with his five 
co-defendants to escape. He held that 
injection of testimony designed to prove 
Thaw’s sanity was improper in this case, 
which was purely to try an indictment 
charging the existence of an illegal con- 
spiracy to effect the escape.

He was asked whether he thought 
Thaw was rational, but the prosecution’s 
objection was sustained, and the attor- 
neys argued on the admission of lay tes- 
timony regarding Thaw’s sanity. 

In arguing for the admission, John B. 
Stanchfield sald it was Thaw’s idea that. 
if he should not get away from the asy- 
lum, he might by association become in- 
sane. 

“As an act of sefl-preservation it was 
necessary for him to escape as he had 
exhausted all legal means tu effect his 
release,”’ said Mr. Stanchfield. “There 
was no criminal intent, for, as I said, 
the escape is no crime.”

Assuming that the 
Frye’s cargo was not consigned to 
the British Government, one view is 
that the German Government either 
must repudiate the action of Capt. 
Thierichsen-and pay for the Frye and

the Dardanelles, but reports given 
out in France set forth that armored 
ships have penetrated the narrows of 
the straits. It is not considered 
likely, however, that the attack will 
be pressed until land forces occupy 
both sides of the straits.

In an Admiralty report issued. early 
yesterday, it was said that the German 
submarine sunk by the destroyer Ariel 
was the U®, one of the newest under 
water craft. Now, however, it is learned 
that the vessel was the U12, one of the 
smaller and older submarines, which 
had paid more than one visit to British 
waters since the war began and had 
done considerable “damage to British 
shipping. Of her crew of 28, 10 were 
saved. 

This makes the seventh subraarine 
sunk by British warships, but it is be- 
lieved in London that as many more 
have been sunk by merchantmen or met 
with accidents. 

The new Greek Minister was sworn in 
yesterday and issued a declaration ad- 
vising the country to maintain neu- 
trality, for the present at any rate. 
There is no news of any political change 
in the other Balkan states. 


GERMANS MOVE ON 
PRZASNYSZ AGAIN 


PEBTROGRAD, March 11.—A regroup- 
ing of thé German forces in Northern 
Poland and the commencement of a new 
attempt upon Prazasnysz has been noted 
by the general etact of the Russian 
army. 

This movement is being made in con- 
siderably greater strength than was the 
reeent operation in the direction of 
Preasnyss which terminated in not only 
local defeat for the Germans, but in the 
general retirement of all the German 
forces toward their own frontier. 


The discontinuance of operations along 
the Niemen River makes it possible for 
the Germans to sénd a. largé number of 
troops from this district to reinforce 
the men advancing from Korjile in the 
general direction of Miawa and Przasn- 
yss. This transfer, as usual, has been 
effected with lightning-like speed by 
means of the German railroads and the 
forces in their neighborhood has been 
further augmented by drafts of the 1915 
recruits, Having accomplished a re- 
grouping of the forces and leaving only 
enough men in the Augustowo district 
to protect the left bank of the German 
army besieging Ossowet, an important 
battle already is under way on a long 
front paralleling the Narew River. 

One of the German motives of this 
new alignment of forces undoubtedly is 
to stréngthen their postition hefare Osso- 
wetz. In the absence cf official in- 
formation concerning Ostowets, it is as- 
sumed that this engagement is still go- 
ing on without « decision having been 
reached. Furthermore, it is not im- 
probable that in the near future the 
battlefield in the vicinity of Przasnysx 
> ng will become the scene of new con- 

ts.

AGAINST SINKING 
OF FRVE LIKELY 


U. S. Never Recognized Right to 


Destroy Vessel Because She 
Carried Contraband. 


FEW PRECEDENTS FOUND 


Frye Had No Chance to Present 
Evidence——American Case 
Considered Strong. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Discussion 
in official quarters today of the sinking 
of the American ship Wm. P. P. Frye 
by the Prinz BHitel was taken to fore- 
shadow a strong protest to Germany. 

The contention of the German com- 


mander that because the American ship 
had contraband of war aboard her de- 
struction was justified has been set up 
as a plea in other cases, but never has 
been recognized by the United States. 

The fact that the Pring Bitel Fried- 
rich was commanded by a German naval 
officer, under commission from the Ger- 
man Government, and the fact that no 
lives were lost when the Frye was sunk, 
transferred the case from the realm of 
criminal proceedings under the Federal 
statutes, on a possible charge of pi- 
racy, and made it a subject of diplo- 
matic negotiations with the ‘United 
States on the subject. of conditional! con- 
traband and foodstuffs, with the ob- 
ject of gaining reparation for the own- 
ers and a disclaimer of unfriendliness. 

That the United States would ask for 
damages and an explanation from the 
German Government was regarded as 
certain. 

When Ships May Be Sunk. 

Precedents in international law reveal 
that the circumstances under which 
neutral Governments have acquiesced in 
the destructions of their vessels in time 
of war are very few. 

The general rule applied is that a bel- 
ligerent warship must take its prizes 
into port unless there are compelling 
reasons, such as_unseaworthiness, lack 
of a prize crew, danger of recapture and 
the presence on board of a cargo of con- 
traband, which would make certain its 
condemnation by a prize court. The 
commander of the belligerent vessel 
must preserve the neutral ship’s papers 
and bring them to a prize court for the 
entering of a decree. 

In the Russo-Japanese war the United 
States protested to Russia against the 
sinking of the British steamer Knight 
Commander with an American cargo. 
The crew testified that the vessel had 
been sunk for want of coal to proceed 
to Viadivostok and the United Staten 
considered that the sinking of the ves- 
sel was not justified by the bare facts 
that there was contraband of war 
aboard. 

The fact that wheat is conditional 
contraband, that a ship would be liable 
to condemnation only if it were proved 
that its cargo wae destined to the bel- 
ligerent forces of an enemy and that 
ro opportunity was afforded for the 
furnishing of evidence make officials 
believe that the case of the United 
States against Germany is a strong one. 

During the Russo-Japanese war Great 
Britain maintanied a long and vigorous 
correspondence with Russia on _ the 
right of a captor of a neutral ship to 
-gink it if it was difficult or impossible 
to take it into port. Great Britain de- 
clared such measures ‘‘would occasion 
a complete paralysis of all neutral 
trade’ and characterized them as ‘‘con- 
trary to acknowledged principles of in-« 
ternational law’’ and “intolerable to all 
neutrals.’’ 

J. Bassett Moore’s Opinion. 

John Bassett Moore, former counselor 
of the State Department, in reviewing 
those discussions, said the correspon- 
denee served to “emphasize the poten- 
tally important relation of the ques- 
tion of contraband to the question of 
destruction.’ 

“When publicists have spoken of the 
rresence of contraband,’’ he wrote, ‘ays 
justifying or excusing the destruction 
of a neutral ship that could not be 
brought in, they have no doubt had in 
raind cargoes composed of things spe- 
clally adapted to use in war and con- 
fessedly contraband, such as arms and 
ammunition, and cannot be assumed to 
have contemplated the subjection cf 
neutral commerce to general depreda- 
tion under an extension of the cate- 
gorles of contraband.’’ 

It was believed this would be the posi- 
tion assumed by the United States in 
its correspondence with Germany. 

If the destruction of the Frye were 
considered an unfriendly act, it was un- 
derstood the Unifed States probably 
would seek the usual honorable amends, 
as well as reparation for the owners. 
Since the warship and her officers are 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
States, owners of the Frye and her 
cargo can Institute libel proceedings to 
recover for loss of their property, 

It was pointed out that wheat was not 
contraband unless consigned to a bel- 
ligerent Government or some agent of 
such Government. 

The Frye’s manifest showed her bouna| 
for Queenstown “for orders.” Officials 
explained that this declaration in the 
manifest was not unusual and added 
that circumstances s0 far pointed to 
the fact that the Frye, as a vessel of a 
neutral nation engaged in a legitimate 
voyage, was not subject to seigure or

Clause on Contraband, 

The owners of the destroyed ship 
Frye took out a policy for $11,500 with 
the Government War Risk Insurance 
Bureau “last October and this may play 
a part in determining he: status as a 
carrier of cargo not subject to seizure. 
The Frye’s policy contained this clause: 

“Warranted to the best of tha 
knowledge and belief of the insured, no 
shipment of absolute contraband will 
be loaded and that no conditional con- 
traband will be loaded when the articles 
constituting such conditional contra- 
band are destined for the use of the 
armed forces or of a Government de- 
rartment of a belligerent state, or are 
consigned to the authorities of a bellig- 
erent country who as a matter of com- 
mon knowledge supplies articles of this 
Lind to a belligerent state or are con- 
signed to a fortified place belonging to 
o belligerent or other place serving as 
a base for the armed forces of a bellig- 
erent.” 

Another clause declares the policy 
void if the vessel insured carries sup- 
plies to war vessels of  belligerents. 
When the owners of the Frye agreed to 
A policy with these clauses, officials 
here presumed that her cargo:was not 
consigned to the use of a belligerent 
nation. 

The Navy Department issued the fol- 
lowing statement based on a report to 
Secretary Daniels’ by Rear - Admiral 
Reatty, Commandant of .the Norfolk 
Navy Yard: 

“Pring Witel Friedrich, German navy, 
transferred crew from command of gun- 
boat in China. Officers are regular 
German officers. The crew came {from 
the Kaiserin Lutz. The Captain said 
that the merchant captain is on board 
now. On examination made at sea, the 
chief engineer thinks it will take about 
two or three weeks to make repairs. 
The Captain says he thinks much longer 
time necessary, and says ship must be 
docked and repairs made to propeller 
and rudder and the auxiliary machinery. 
Boilers are in bad condition. He thinks 
the ship will have to be repaired. Re- 
pairs cannot be made in time to 0e 
allowed to proceed. He estimates 153 
tons of coal the smallest amount needed 
to take him to German port.

“The Collector of Customs reports 
that American ship Frye, from Seattle, 
with cargo of wheat, was sunk by the 
Bitel Friedrich, as the wheat was for a 
British port.

N the destruction of neutral vessels, 
| it may be said generally that the 

Opinion of the United States has 

been reflected in the British law, from 
which the great mass of our interna- 
tional doctrine is traditionally colored. 
The British view up to the time of the 
Declaration of London, 1909, is expressed 
by Oppenheim as follows: 

“The British practice did not, as re- 
gards the neutral owner of the vessel, 
hold the captor justified in destroying a 
vessel, however exceptional the case 
may have been, and however meritorious 
the destruction of the vessel may have 
been from the point of view of the 
Government of the captor. For this rea- 
son, should a captor, for any motive 
whatever, have destroyed a neutral 
prize, full indemnities had to be paid 
to the owners, although, if brought into 
& port of a prize court, condemnation 
of vessel and cargo would have been 
pronounced beyond doubt. The rule 
was, that a neutral prize must be aban- 
doned in case it could not, for any rea- 
son whatever, be brought into a port of 
a prize court.”’ 

But the practice of other states has 
been in conflict with this rule and the 
London Naval Conférence proposed a 
compromise in which the only justifica- 
tion for the destruction of a neutral 
prize is danger to the captor or his op- 
erations at the time of capture. But 
the vessel must be liable to condemna- 
tion through guilt in one of the three 
following conditions: 

1, Carrying contraband the value 
of which forms more than half the 
value of the cargo. 

2. Rendering unneutral service un- 
der the direction of the enemy Gov- 
ernment, 

3. Breaking a blockade. 

But in no cases in which a neutral 
vessel is not liable to condemnation may 
it be destroyed, and in all cases in 
which destruction is justified must the 
safety of crew and passengers be pro: 
vided for and all the ship’s papers pre- 
served for subsequent adjudication in 
order to determine the legality of the 
capture. If the captor fails to estab- 
lish before a prize court that he de- 
stroyed the prize in the face of excep- 
tional necessity, the owners of vesse. 
and cargo must receive full compensa- 
tion, without any regard to the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the capture 
itself was warranted.

In this case, as in 
that of the Knight Commander, the 
British Government sent the Russian 
Government a strong protest with a 
demand for reparation. 

Russia paid damages in évery case 
where her prize courts failed to adjudge 
the capture valid. The case of the St. 
Kilda, which resembles most nearly that 
of the Willlam P. Frye, the American 
vessel sunk by the Pring Bitel Fried- 
rich, resulted in compensation to the 
owners. However, since the cargo of 
wheat on the American Vessel was not 
consigned to the British Government, or 
t» the armed forces, there is no pre- 
sumption that it was contraband at all.

in whose company she traveled for the first few weeks of the campaign.

The Eitel gave chase and a few hours 
later the British sailing ship Kildaton 
was on the way to the bottom, carry- 
ing her ballast with her. Returning to 
the neighborhood of the Jean, the Eitel 
took on more coal and then running a 
hawser to the Jean took that vessel 
und her precious cargo in tow. and 
brought her through 1600 miles of seas 
to the lee side of Easter Island. There 
the two were lashed together and the 
coal transferred to the gaping bunkers 
of the cruiser. The empty ship was 
then sunk by a bomb. The crews of all 
their prizes were put ashore at Easter 
Island, but not until after it had@ been 
ascertained that there was plenty of 
food to supply their wants. 

Capt. C. Mundt, who had commanded 
the Hitel when she was a liner'in the 
Bastern service of the North German 
Licyd and who is now second in com- 
mand of the cruiser, came strolling up

The Jaconsen, a French bark, 
hailing from Dunkirk and bound for 
England with a cargo of 59,000 bags of 
barley; was takén.and destroyed.

There were no more adventures until 
Feb. 8, when she fell in with the Nor- 
wegian bark Thalassa. After an ex- 
amination of her papers the-bark was 
permitted to-go her way. Two days 
later the cruiser had better luck. She 
sighted. and pursued a sail which upon 
being overhauled proved to be the Brit- 
ish bark Invercoe, hailing from Aber- 
deen and laden with 2300 tons of wheat 
for Engiand. Bark and cargo went t» 
the bottom of the Atlantic at a poincz 
off the northeastern coast of Brazil. 

On Feb. 18 the British steamship Marie 
Ada Short of Sunderland, laden with 
maize, was captured and sunk. On the 
following day the Fitel chased a steam- 
er which proved to be the French line: 
Floride. bound from Bahia for Havre. 
She carried 8 passengers, among them 
being the members of a French opera 
troupe which had been plaving in Bra- 
zil and the Argentine. By this time 
tthe Eitel had begun to run short of 
provisions and the well-stocked larder 
of the French liner was as welcome 4 
find as the Jean’s coal-filled hold. 

After emptying her of provisions the 
vessel was set on fire and to make sure 
of her destruction she was scuttled as

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ASSASSINATED IN 
OITY OF MEXICO 


Ambassador Riano Also Informs 
Washington That Private Res- 
idences Have Been Looted. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Senor 
Riano, the fpanish Ambassador, in- 
formed the State Department today 


that four Spgniards had been assasin- 
ated in Mexico City, and presented 
reports of the looting and burning of 
private residences in the outskirts. 
He made no specific request for 
action. 

Gen. Carranza’s reply to the Amer- 
ican note was laid before President 
Wilson today and afterward it was 
administration circles 
that the situation looked more en- 
couraging. Continued efforts, how- 
ever, will be made by the United 
States to assure unbroken commu- 
nication between Mexico City and 
Vera Cruz and for the cause of the 
destitute in Mexico City. 

In his reply as given out at Vera Cruz, 
Gen. Carranza promised that foreigners 
in Mexico City would be afforded pro- 
tection. His assurances to that effect, 
officials here confidently believed would 
make it unnecessary for the American 
Government to-take any steps beyond 
those already taken. 

Although officials said that the food 
situation in the Mexican capital con- 
tinued to be serious, some of them ap- 
pear to believe that there had been an 
improvement in a general way. Word 
of Gen. Obregon’s evacuation of Mexico 
City was being awaited and official ad- 
vices say that the American note had a 
good effect in that city. 


Vryan to Get Supplies to Capital. 
Secretary Bryan said he was working 


at Mexico City and Vera Cruz for 
speedy admission of supplies to the 
Mexican capital. Assurances were re- 
ceived from Gen. Carranza that foreign- 
ers would be allowed to use the railroad 
as soon as the evacuation’ was com- 
pleted. It is understood that he was 
encouraging them to withdraw and so 
to a place of safety. : 

Up to Tuesday night it did not appear 
that the capital had ween evacuated ani 
Bryan had no further knowledge on 
that point. 

The Carranza agency here issued a 
statement giving the substance of a dis- 
patch from Gen. Carranza saying he 
had placed 300 railroad cars at the dis- 
posal of the Mexico City Chamber of 
Commerce and the Municipal Council for 
use in transporting supplies and that 
Gen. Obregon also had given 500,000 
pesos at his order. 

No requests from Americans in Mex- 
ico City to the State Department for 
transportation facilities, in response to 
the warning to quit that city, have been 
received. 


Promises to Protect Americans. 
Gen. Carranza, in answer to the pro- 


test addressed to him by Secretary of 
State Bryan through United States Con- 
sul Silliman, regarding conditions in the 
City of Mexico, denied the responsibility 
of the Constitutionalists for a situation 
which is considered alarming for for- 
eigners, but expresses the hope that 
Americans and citizens of other coun- 
tries will lose no time in departing from 
Mexico until tranquillity shall be re- 
stored, 

The Constitutionalist chief pledges 
himself to provide every facility for 
the exodus which he reeommends. He 
suggests that if foreign residents do 
not desire to leave the country they 
should seek safer places in the republic. 

Gen. Carranza declares that he al- 
ways has tried to safeguard the interest 
of Americans and other foreigners and 
intends te continue this course. 

The charges that Gen; Obregon Jelib- 
erately has fostered disturbances in the 
City of Mexico are denied by Carranza, 
who: declares every possible effort has 
been made to distribute food supplies. 
He contends that the present situation 
has been aggravated by the conduct of 
merchants who have protested against

WASHINGTON, March 11.~The mace, 
the symbol of authority of the House 
of Kepresentatives, is out of -piumb, 
and must be repaired. Two attaches >f 
the House wil) be sent with it to a re- 
pair shop in New York to guard vt 
against harm. 

Since the early "40s the mace has not 
been out of sight of the Sergeant-at-

ties. It was made by William Adams 
of New York, in 181. It is made up 
of a silver eagle, perched on a silver 
globe, mounted on an ivory pole, and 
represents the great American bir 
above the world. 

While the House is in session the 
mace pole rests in a socket of stone.

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SENATE TRIES TO.

BILL IN. HOUSE

JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.—The 
Senate at noon today went to the aid 
of the Democratic insurgents and Re- 
rublicans in the House in their effort 
to defeat the administration’s plan to 
pass the Cornelius bill continuing the 
contract labor system in the peniten- 
tiary. : 

The Senate, as a club over the House, 
took up for consideration the House 
resolution to adjourn the Legislature 
March 16, which would leave only four 
days for further consideration of billls. 
In this time would have to be passed 
all of the big appropriation bills, which 
would permit very little time for other 
legislation. 

Many of the House members who are 
standing by the administration in the 
penitentiary fight are “dry’’ members 
who wish the session to continue until 
at least March 22, in the hope that some 
of the dry legislation will be passed. 

“Read Out of the Party.” 

The adjournment resolution was called 
up by Senator Greene of Kansas City, 
after Speaker Boyd, in an impassioned 
speech in the House, had “read out of 
the Democratic party”’ those Democrats 
who had supported the. Senate prison 
bill, which is opposed by the adminis- 
tration. IT Dei | 

Senator Carter charged that 
Greene's action was prompted by the 


“wets” and that the calling up of the 


resolution was a scheme of the 
“wets” to have the Legislature ad- 
journ without acting on any vol the 
“dry” bills. 

While there is no doubt nae the 
“wets’’ would be glad to get an ad- 
journment, the real reason for call- 
ing up the resolution this morning 
was to attempt to force the House to 
accept the Senate prison bill. 

‘Ingargents Join Republicans. 

The administration had its hardest 
fight of the session on the prison bill. 
At the beginning of the morning ses- 
sion enough insurgent Democrats 
joined the Republicans to overrule 
Speaker Pro-tem Fulbright, who had 
ruled that Representative Ing of But- 
ler County could not offer the Senate 
prisOn bill as a substitute for a sub- 
stitute offered by Representative Cor- 
nelius to his bill in the House. The 
Cornelius substitute had been adopted 
and was up for engrossment. The in- 
surgents and Republicans carried 
their appeal from Fulbright’s ruling 
by a vote of 68 to 66. 

This eso startled the administration 
forces that they sent a hurried call for 
Speaker Boyd, who was sick in bed at 
his room at the Madison Hotel. Boyd 
hastened to the House and immediately 
upon arrival there began a bitter attack 
on the Democratic members who had 
voted with the Republicans. He charged 
that they were disloyal to the party. 

It was following his attack that the 
Senate tock up the adjournment reso- 
lution.

There are many sample ballots being 
ciroulated also by the Democratic and 
Republican City Committeemen. 

A. He I'rederick is recommended for 
President of the Board of Aldermen not 
only by the Municipal Voters’ League 
but also by the McCoy organization, the 
Republican Citizens’ Committee, and the 
Taxpayers’ Federation, which is backed 
by F. W. Kolkschneider, a North St. 
Louis brewer. 

McCoy said his organization had un- 
dertaken to select a list of candidates to 
represent all factions of the Republican 
party. As a general proposition, he said 
the movement was a revolt against the 
Republican City Committee, which had 
made up a slate of candidates. 

McCoy said the City Committee had 
exceeded its authority in framing siates, 
and that it was time the people were 
getting together and smashing the 
slates. The city organization, he said, 
was supported principally by’ a lot of 
municipal job holders, who were making 
a profession of politics and attempting 
to dictate to the people who their alder- 
manic candidates should be.

McPheeters said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that in giving this positive or- 
der he did not wish it understood that 
he was in conflict with any of the other 
city officials. He said he knew the 
Mayor and others were in favor of giv- 
ing the children the use of the street 
and he felt that hasty action should not 
be taken such as would jeopardize all 
future plans. 

In New York, McPheeters pointed out, 
49 streets are now closed for three hours 
daily for the use of the children, and the 
residents of the districts where the 
streets are closed are so pleased with 
the working of the plan that they have 
taken up subscriptions to engage addi- 
tional play directors for the streets. He 
said he believes opposition to the plan 
here will disappear when the residents 
of the district begin to see how the idea 
works out. 

The police, said McPheeters, are 
charged with the safety of the thou- 
sands of children in the city and they 
know the great number of street acci- 
dents. At the same time it fs practically 
impossible to keep a large number of 
children off the streets after school 
hours.

Senator Reed, en route home from Washington, 
voiced in St. Louis his own protest and the pro- 
test of intelligent Missouri against the bill wreck- 
ing direct nominations. 
The reform of the primaries was followed by re- 
sults in this State°giving the highest incentive 
for carrying the movement further in the perfec- 
tion of the system in details and the addition of 
the short ballot. But reactionary machine bosses 
who have been gnawing a file ever since the in- 
troduction of the new principle, have planned to 
destroy these results and force unwilling voters 
to return to the old method. Here is a part of Mr. 
Reed’s statement on the fatuity of this attempt: 
I very earnestly desire and insist that 
United States Senators shéuld be nominated 
in State-wide primaries, which afford all citi- 
zens the amplest opportunity to express their 
choice fully. This is in accordance with the 
spirit of the constitutional amendment which 
provides that Senators must be elected by 
direct vote of the people.

The cargo and destination of the ship, with the 
conditions under which the vessel was sunk, will 
determine the legality of Commander Thierichens’ 
act. On the face of the first statement of the 
case the act seems to be a violation of interna- 
tional law, but final judgment should await in- 
vestigation. In view of Germany’s protest against 
Great Britain’s treatment of grain destined for 
German civilians, as contraband, the sinking of an 
American ship freighted with grain appears whol- 
ly unwarranted. The facts should serve as a 
basis of a sound conclusion. 

Having taken strong ground in our note to Ger- 
many with regard to the sinking of neutral ships, 
we must act in the light of the facts: We must 
protect at any cost American ships, crews and/ 
passengers from lawless destruction. 
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CLEVELAND’S EXAMPLE. 

Cleveland’s municipal electric light and power 
system is selling current to 10,000 Cleveland con- 
sumers at 3 cents per unit, or less, down to 1 cent 
for 150 large consumeys. 

Its competition has forced its rival, the Cleve- 
land Electric and Illuminating Co., to reduce rates 
to large users of power sufficiently to save them 
between $800,000 and $1,000,000 yearly. 

Its service lines are being extended throughout 
the city, and more consumers every week are 
taking its 3-cent service in preference to the pri- 
vate company’s 5-cent to 10-aent service. 

These and other facts concerning Cleveland’s 
latest experiment in municipal ownership, were 
reported in the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, in an 
article by a staff correspondent, who visited Cleve- 
land and got them at first hand. 

Frederick W. Ballard, Cleveland’s city light 
commissioner, is here as the guest of St. Louis 
civic societies, telling St. Louis audiences how 
Cleveland did it, and what more Cleveland intends 
doing. 

This subject should engage the close attention 
of all St. Louisans. 

They should be especially interested in Mr. 
Ballard’s statement that St. Louis can buy coal 
for making electric current 12% per cent cheaper 
than Cleveland. 

If Cleveland can pay for a $3,000,000 electric 
plant. with sales at rates ranging from 3 cents per 
unit down to 1 cent—and the Cleveland plant, its 
principal station opened only seven months ago, 
is already on a paying basis—why cannot St. 
Louis, with cheaper coal, enjoy a similar benefit?

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m BRITISH OBSERVER 
STILL FORMIDABLE 


Declares There Is No Reason for 
Brave, Well Organized Foe 
to Be Discouraged. 


LONDON, March 11.—The official mil- 
itary observer at the British headquar- 
ters ‘in the field says in a report given 
out here today, that there is no truth 


in statements that the German ranks in 
the west have been depleted generally 
and to a marked extent. 

“The plain truth is that, although the 
enemy's effectives in the west are 
much reduced and ours increased, he is 
still holding an enormous extent of 
front, as well as carrying out opera- 
tions on a huge scale in the east,’’ the 
report continués. 

“No signs of weakening are yet visi- 
ble in the morale of the German troops 
as a whole. There is as yet no reason 
why an intensely brave, determined and 
well organized army like that of the 
Germans should feel discouraged. 

“By reason of the news given to the 
German troops their enemy appears to 
them to be exhausted and engaged in 
a last desperate effort to delay the in- 
evitable decision. 

“No doubt economic and other fae- 
tors have had a great effect on the 
civilian population of Germany and 
there is a marked difference between 
the expectations with which they en- 
tered up on the war and those they now 
cherish, but it is impossible to say that 
either they or the army have yet defi- 
nitely lost confidence\in their ultimate 
success. This confidence will only be 
overthrown and the morale of -the 
troops will only be shaken by the con- 
sciousness of crushing defeat in the 
field; but this end can only be attained 
by ever-increasing pressure of ‘vast 
numbers of men and guns throughout 
the coming months.

ANOTHER WOMAN 
NOW SAYS SHE 
 MAYO'S WIFE 


Mrs. Florence Weeks Mayo of 


Scranton, Pa., Calls Him 
Father of 3 Children. 


SCRANTON, Pa., March 11.—Just as 
the affairs of Virginius J. Mayo, the 
wealthy New Haven (Conn.) manufac- 


|}turer, whose dual life was revealed 


when Lilian May Cook, the Brooklyn 


‘istenographer at New Haven, Conn., 


ended her life, were beginning to quiet 
down, a new factor in the case has 
come to light. With the dead girl’s par- 
ents absolving him from any blame, 
Mrs. Lois Waterbury Dudley, the 
Brooklyn woman who is the mother of 
two of his childrén, declaring she would 
stand by him to the end, and his legal 
wife not suing for divorce, another 
woman has appeared upon the scene to 
claim him. 

Mrs. Florence Weeks Mayd of Scran- 
ton, a comely Woman of about 42, not 
only claims Virginius J. Mayo as her 
husband, whom she had long thought 
to be dead, but she substantiates her 
claim with three children, Charlotta, 2 
years old; Dorothy, 21, and Marian, 19, 
of whom ‘she asserts Mayo is the fa- 
ther. For over 10 years friends of Mrs. 
Mayo have believed her to be a widow. 
She is listed in the city directory as the 
widow of Virginius J. Mayo. Her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. 8. N. Weeks, both 
of whom are dead, were prominent resi- 
dents of Scranton. 

Went to Scranton in 1888. 

It was ih 1888 that Virginius ¢. Mayo, 
then a young electric engineer, came to 
Scranton from the South. Many con- 
tracts for city work were given to him. 
He was connected with the firm of 
Hunt & Connell, one of the leading 
hardware concerns of this city at that 
time. 

According to Mrs. Mayo, she met, the 
young engineer a short time after his 
arrival. He represented himself to be 
a widower with one child, a daughter, 
whom he called Virginia. In 1898, Mrs. 
Mayo asserts, she eloped with Mayo 
to Binghamton, N. Y., where they 
were married, Three children were 
born of their union, and for a time 
they had considerable financial difficul- 
ties. Then Mayo secured contracts to 
build a railway line across the Ohio 
from Wheeling, W. V2., to Bridgeport, 
Ohio. 

The little family moved to Wheeling. 
W. Va., but with prosperity came un- 
happiness. Mrs. Mayor says her hus- 
band grew tired of the simple life of 
the small town, and seld his interests, 
although they were rapidly increasing 
in value, and he was in a fair way to 
gain riches. For the following year the 
family lived in several different places, 
and one day after a quarrel in which 
Mrs. Mayo took him to task for remain- 
ing away from home, Mayo left the 
house and was never seen again by his 
wife. 

Returned to Her Parents. 

Mrs. Mayo returned to her parents 

with her babies, and obtained employ- 
ment. Mrs. Mayo says she frequently 
received messages from her husband, 
but about nine years ago these ceased, 
and William Freas, an electrical work- 
er who had been associated with Mayo 
in the Hunt & Connq@l Company, in- 
formed her that her husband was dead. 
Freas died nearly two years ago. 
When the story of Lillian Cook’s 
death appeared in the local papers here 
Mrs. Mayo refused to believe that it 
was her husband who was involved. 
Friends advised her to investigate, but 
the following day a photograph of Mayo 
appeared and then her suspicions were 
confirmed.

Mayo, telling of her marriage. “Then 
our darling children were born, but with 
their coming my husband's love began 
to wane. He wanted to go out to places 
of amusement, but there were the babes 
to be cared for and, besides, we did not 
have enough money to engage help. The 
result was my husband used to leave me 
and go out nights alone. : 

Sacrificed Her Opportunities. 

“When he sacrificed his wonderful op- 
portunities down itn Wheeling, W. Va, 
I could stand it no longer and I taxed 
him with his foolishness. He has a vio- 
lent temper and we quarreled. Then 


that he was interested in some other 
woman, but he denied it all along, but 
when he left I was sure. As long ag 
we were so terirbly poor he did not dc 
much harm, but as soon as he got some 
money the worst came to pags. 

“I do not know who this woman is 
who calls her herself Mrs. Mayo, nor 
do I know Mrs. Dudley. I read that 
Mra. Dudley said her children were all 
she had. Poor woman, she, too, must 
depend upon her babes to keep up her 
courage. 

“I have engaged Frederick E. Scott 
fo represent me and shall begin an ac- 
tian at once to protect my rights.
